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LOCATION. 


Williamsport  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  healthful  pla- 
ces in  tlie  State.  It  has  never  been  subject  to  epidemics  of 
any  kind.  No  student  has  hitherto  suffered  in  health  by  a 
residence  here.  On  the  contrary,  many  coming  to  the  School 
sickly,  have  returned  fully  restored.  In  point  of  intelligence 
and  morality  the  citizens  Avill  compare  favorably  with  those  of 
any  other  place.  The  location  is  central  and  accessible  from 
all  quarters.  The  Railroads,  now  completed,  bring  us  within 
a  few  hours  ride  of  Elmira,  Danville,  Pottsville,  Ilarrisburg, 
Ilollidaysburg,  Philadelphia  and  I^altimore.  No  more  desir- 
able position  for  a  Seminary  of  Learning  can  be  found. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  School  is  organized  on  the  most  ap])roved  plan  of  the  best 
Institutions  of  New  Vork  and  New  England.  ]t  embraces 
both  sexes,  under  the  same  government  and  instruction.  The 
PrincipaFs  family -and  the  Teachers  occupy  apartments  in  the 
building  and  have  a  constant  oversight  of  all  the  Students. 

The  Ladies'  private  and  public  rooms  arc  entirely  separate 
from  the  others,  and  there  is  no  association  of  tlie  sexes  but  in 
the  presence  of  their  Listructors.  T/fc  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 
have  less  freedoni  of  intercourse  here  than  af  Itoine.

These,  with  many  other 
valuable  results,  have  established  tlie  fact,  that  the  best  plan 
for  a  school,  is,  according  to  the  evident  design  of  Providence 
in  the  constitution  of  society,  on  the  basis  of  a  well  regulated, 
cliristian  family.  Ladies  equally  with  the  Gentlemen,  are 
lienefited  in  this  arrangement.  The  numerous  and  crowded 
Schools  of  this  kind,  spreading  over  the  country,  fully  attest 
the  correctness  of  the  plan. 

ACCOMODATIONS. 

Within  the  past  year,  a  large  central  Building  has  been 
erected,  which,  with  the  two  old  ones^  will  accomodate  from 
three  to  four  hundred  students.  These  buildings  are  of  brick, 
licated  by  furnaces  in  the  cellar,  and  are  Avell  nigh  fire  proof.

The  Dicipline  is  mild,  but  firm  and  impartial.  While  eyery 
encoura»^ement  will  be  giyen  to  the  orderly  and  studious,  and 
due  allow^ance  be  made  for  youthful  indiscretions,  yet  the  law^- 
less  and  refractory  cannot  long  remain  among  ns.  — 

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

Eyery  student  is  required  to  attend  religions  seryices  at  the 
opening  and  close  of  school,  each  day,  as  well  as  public  w^or- 
ship  morning  and  eyening  eyery  Sabbath,  at  such  place  as  pa- 
rents or  guardians  may  designate.

Besides  the  regular  w^eekly  exercises  in  Composition  and

""  Tripartite  -LTnion,''  and  ''  Eclectic, ^^  each  of  which  prepares 
and  reads  to  the  school  a  ])ai)er  once  a  month. 

MERIT  AND  D  E  J^l  E  R  I  T  . 

A  strict  w^eekly  record  is  kept  of  all  the  exercises  of  the 
School,  from  which  record  the  students  will  1)0  graded,  and 
their  scholarships  will  be  indicated  in  the  annual  Catalogue. 

A  record  of  demerits  also  is  kept.  Tardiness,  unexcused 
absences  from  required  exercises,  and  all  disorderly  conduct, 
will  subject  the  student  to  demerit  marks.     Three  such  marks 
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will  bring  a  private  reproof  before  the  faculty  ;  six,  a  reproof 
before  the  Ladies  or  Gentlemen,  as  the  case  may  be  ;  nine  a 
a  public  reprimand  before  the  whole  school,  and  twelve  may 
send  the  offender  away. 

TOYOUNGMEN. 

Several  steady  young  men  can  have  employment  in  the  In- 
stitution, and  thus  meet  a  large  portion  of  their  expenses. 

Schools  also  can  be  had  by  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  who  de- 
sire to  teacli.  Frequent  applications  are  made  from  a  distance 
for  competent  teachers.

A  WORD  TO  PARENTS.

The 
free  use  of  money  is  one  of  the  greatest  banes  of  a  school,  and 
a  fruitful  source  of  evil  to  the  student.  Parents  cannot  be  too 
cautious  on  this  point. 

5.  Select  for  your  child  one  of  the  Instructors,  as  a  Patron 
to  distribute  his  funds.  In  this  way  a  more  judicious  use  of 
your  money  will  be  made,  and  your  child  be  kept  from  many 
temptations. 

N.  B. — These  last  two  suggestions  are  to  be  regarded  as 
established  rules  of  the  school. 
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BY-LAWS

3.  At  the  time  appointed  to  attend  prayer,  recitation,  lec- 
ture, or  other  exercise,  eacli  student  shall  repair  quietly  and 
pronrpflij  to  tlie  place  designated. 

4.  At  no  time  shall  anv  student  loiter  in  the  halls, or  about 
the  doors  ;  or  indulge  in  jumping,  loud  talking,  whistling,  or 
anv  otlier  uiniecessarv  noise,  or  in  the  use  of  tobacco,  in  the 

buihlinirs.  / 

f).  The  students  shall  not  be  absent  from  their  rooms  at 
niglii  afl(U'  tlie  hour  of  study  indicated  by  the  ringing  of  the 
l»ell,  nor  shall  they  at  any  time,  attend  parties,  or  mixed  as- 
s(Mnbli(^s,  without  ])erniission  from  one  of  the  Teachers  ;  nor 
sliall  they,  at  any  time.  A'isit  the  taverns,  eating  houses,  depots, 
or  oth(u-  ])lac(^>  of  public  resort,  or  on  any  occasion  indulge  in 
the  use  of  intoxi(.'ating  lirjuors. 

r».  All  i)ro[aneand  indeccuit  language,  playing  at  games  of 
(dianc(',  injuring  the  ])roperty  of  the  Institution,  or  of  the  citi* 
zens,  (piarreling,  lighting,  or  th(^  carrying  of  lire-arms,  or 
other  (huigerous  weapons,  is  strictly  forbidden. 
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7.  No  student  shall  leave  the  limits  of  the  town  for  a  lon- 
ger time  than  one  hour  without  permission. 

8.  Each  student  will  be  held  strictly  accountable  for  any 
damage  he  or  she  may  cause  to  the  Seminary  property. 

9.  The  Teachers  and  Steward  must,  at  all  times,  have  access 
to  the  students'  rooms,  and  if  it  be  judged  necessary,  the  rooms 
will  be  cleansed  at  the  expense  of  the  occupants. 

10.  Cleanliness  of  person  and  of  apparel,  and  a  gentlemanly 
and  lady-like  deportment  must  be  observed  by  all. 

11.  No  water,  dirt,  or  other  material,  shall  be  thrown  from 
any  window  in  either  building,  or  down  the  hot-air  flues. 

12.  The  occupants  of  ihe  Boarding  House  must  have  their 
rooms  swept  and  in  order  by  6  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  their  lights 
extinguished  by  half-past  10,  P.  M. 

13.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  go  a  bathing,  fishing, 
gunning,  or  riding,  without  permission. 

14.  The  students  must  not  visit  the  kitchens,  dining  room, 
or  any  other  room,  except  their  own,  without  permission. 

15.  The  Sabbath  must  be  strictly  observed  by  all.  No 
walking  about,  visiting,  or  receiving  of  visits,  will  be  allowed. 
All  must  attend  public  worship  twice  during  the  day  at  such 
place  as  they  or  their  guardians  may  prefer. 

16.  No  lady  shall  at  any  time  receive  calls  from  gentlemen 
at  her  own  room.  Friends  from  a  distance  can  see  the  ladies 
in  the  parlor. 

17.  The  young  ladies  will  not  be  allowed  to  leave  the  Sem- 
inary grounds,  at  any  time,  without  permission, 

18.  The  students  are  expected  to  pay  proper  respect  to  the 
Steward,  as  well  as  to  all  oflBcers  of  the  Institution. 

19.  No  student  shall  change  his  or  her  room,  or  boarding 
place,  without  special  permission  from  the  Principal. 

20.  No  student  wUl  be  permitted  to  leave  the  School,  dur- 
ing its  session,  without  an  express  request  from  the  parent  or 
guardian,  made  to  the  Principal. 
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21.  Any  student,  who  without  just  cause,  shall  fail  to  attend 
the  examination,  will  be  cosidered  as  under  censure,  and  will 
not  be  allowed  to  advance  with  his  classes,  without  suitable 
amends. 

22.  Permission  to  be  absent  from  any  exercise  must  be  ob- 
tained if  possible  before  the  absence  occur. 

23»  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  any  class  without 
the  consent  of  the  board  of  instruction. 

24.  The  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  must  not  visit  each  other^s 
apartments,  walk  or  ride  together  without  permission  ;  nor 
must  they  at  any  time  converse  together  from  the  windows* 

25.  No  student  will  be  allowed  to  receive  visits  on  the  Sab- 
bath or  during  study  hours,  except  by  friends  from  a  distance. 

26»  Students  from  the  neighborhood  will  not  be  permitted 
to  visit  home  at  such  times  as  will  interfere  with  the  regular 
exercises  of  the  school. 

27.  Any  offending  student  may  be  punished,  according  to 
the  nature  of  the  offence,  by  private  or  public  reproof,  suspen- 
sion, dismission  or  expulsion. 

28.  Any  temporary  prudential  regulation  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  school  that  the  Teachers  may  see  fit  to  adopt,  shall 
be  equally  binding  with  these  By-Laws. 
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
